E. Low, provincial treasurer, 

Mr. Low was back at his office 
Tuesday following attendance 
week at a joint Dominion-provincial 
conference at which the proposed 
agreement was discussed It was 
pointed out by Mr. Low that when | 


the enabling legislation is passed, 
thus authorizing provincial author- 
ities to suspend collection of these 
taxes as they pass under Dominion 
control. the agreement can be signed 
by both governments. 


While in the east, Mr. Low said 
he had discussed with Hon. J. L. 
Ilsley, minister of finance, mooted 
changes in the old age pensions 
system.

It has been announced that the 
Dominion would “consider” any 
joint recommendations by all prov- 
inces regarding pensions increases.

US. Tanker Sunk 


Casualties 


Of Canucks 


Are Heavy 


OTTAWA, Dec. 23.—(CP) 
—Fighting day and night on 
the hills and streets of Hong 
Kong, Canadian army forces 
have suffered heavy casual- 
ties, Defence Minister Rals-} 
ton announced today. 

The minister said it was be- 
lieved Brig. J. K. Lawson, com- 
mander of the Canadian contin- 
gent, had been killed, His senior 
staff officer, Col. Patrick Hen- 
nessy, was killed by shell fire. 
Both men were seasoned profes- 
sional soldiers of the permanent 
force whose homes are in Ottawa. 


The minister in a statement said: 
“A situation report from Hong 
(3 p.m. M.S.T) 
yesterday, received through the Bri- 
tish admiralty, indicates that the 
force generally has suffered heavy 
casualties, 

ONLY PARTICULARS 

“The only particulars given of | 
casualties was the regrettable news 
that the Canadian commander, Brig. 
J. K. Lawson was believed to have 
been killed, and that the senior 
staff officer, Col. P. Hennessy had 
been killed by shell fire. 

“The enemy has succeeded In 
landing fresh forces and has been 
positions continu- 
ously. 

“Two Canadian counter-attacks 
had not succeeded in making 
Progress. They had, however, 
killed a number of the enemy 
though at some cost to themselves, 

“It would appear that the garri- 
son is stubbornly holding out in 
three main positions, 

“The report states that the situa- 
tion is critical.” 

Defence authorities said there 
was no indication when a casual- 


ty list might become available 
from Hong Kong. 

“With today’s information com- 
ing from the British admiralty it 
looks as though the defenders of 
Hong Kong have to get their in- 
formation out to some ship and 


then have it relayed,” one source 

said. “It is extremely difficult to | 
say when more complete informa- 
tion might be available.”

Northern Trade Resumes 
senate RED 

The first plane since the freeze-up 
has left Edmonton for Aklavik. It is 
the first to visit the remote places far 
down north since September. The in-be- 
tween season has been long, and there 
will be busy times along the airways 
until the accumulated traffic is de- 
livered. 

To the traders, trappers, mission- 
aries, teachers and others in the north- 
land, this resumption of air service for 
the winter compares with the opening 
of river navigation in pre-aviation 
days. To the business interests of Ed- 
monton it means the reawakening of 
“frozen” trade, and the commencement 
of another season of shipping activity 
clear down to the Arctic coast—and 
beyond it to the island posts in the far 
northern archipelago. 

The trade of the north is of great 
and growing importance to this city. 
Though only in its infancy, and bound 
to expand as development proceeds, it 
already brings a large volume of money 
into Edmonton every year and provides 
a considerable number of families with 
a living. The opening of another win- 
ter season of traffic is therefore of 
real and practical interest to many 
people here, as it is to those scattered 
over the northern stations. 


A Common War Plan 


The proposal that the Allied nations 
agree upon a general plan of operations 
is in the logic of things as they stand. 
The lines have now been clearly drawn, 
and a blow to the Axis anywhere is a 
help to the Allies everywhere. That 
they should take counsel together as to 
where and when blows can be most ef- 
fective, and how and by which ally 
they are to be struck, is elementary 
common sense. 

This may, or may not, involve the 
setting up of a joint war council, or the | 
appointment of regional commanders 
of all Allied forces. These are steps 
beyond the initial proposal, and there 
are difficulties in the way of their 
adoption. But there cannot be doubt 
that better progress would be made, 
and the outcome more certain, if the 
Allied countries were working in co- 
ordinated efforts along commonly un- 
cerstood lines toward definite objec- 
tives. 

Hitherto the enemy has said where 
fighting must be done, and how it must 
be done. The initiative is now pass- 
ing to the Allies, and they will have 
some Say as to where and how and by 
whom attacks are to be delivered. From 
having to fight severally on the defen- 
Sive, the Allies are now coming to a 
place where they can jointly or sever- 
ally take the offensive. 


Subs In The Pacific 


Japanese submarines operating off 
the coast of California could of course 
operate just as easily off the coast of 
British Columbia, and would be doing 
so if they could find as many victims 
in that area. 

These undersea raiders have been 
sent to stand guard over the perts on 
the western coast of this continent 
from which troops or munitions are 
likely to be sent to the besieged Allied 
bases in the western Pacific. They are 
a long way from home, and some provi- 
sion must have been made to refuel 
them at sea. It is to be supposed they 
have been sent in numbers large 
enough to set a death watch on ever)

Von Brauchitsch was responsible 
for the broad lines of strategy follow- 
ed, but a dozen other generals shared 
responsibility for the detailed opera- 
tions from Finland to Rostoy. His faill 
is therefore rather likely to be followed 
| by a “purge” of army commands, 
though the outside world may not hear 
about it for a time. Whoever suffers, 
the blame must be put upon other 
shoulders than those of Hitler.

Everybody and his brother are guessing 


the real meaning of Hitler's surprising 
personal assumption of the leadership of 
the German .armies 


Some believe that the toll of Nazi of- 
ficers has been so heavy in the Russian 
campaign that something startling was 
necessary to stimulate officer moraie, 

Others believe the re- 
replacement of Field 
Marshal Walther von 
Brauchitsch to be a dis- 
ciplinary measure taken 
for the purpose of throw- 
ing a scare into all other 
field officers who have 
been careless or unfor- 
tunate. 

Still others are of the 
opinion that Hitler is me- 
ditating a desperate new 
offensive somewhere and 
wants to inspire his forces 
with a sense of his own personal fanati- 
cism. 

There is a further opinion that Hitler's 
megalomania has progressed to such a 
lunatic stage that he is convinced he has a 
monopoly on all the genius in the Reich 

Whatever the reason behind this as- 
tonishing move, it indicates the unwhole- 
some condition of the Nazi state. 


Intrigue 

All or any of these guesees may be 
wholly or partially true, 

But the situation seems to me to con- 
firm a forecast made in this space, some 
six weeks ago, that a silent and bitter 
struggle has long been going on between 
the Nazi party and the Nazi army and that 
Hitler is about to clean house and rid him- 
self of those army heads who might chal- 
lenge his supremacy or the supremacy of 
his Nazi party. 

It has been no secret for many months 
that the aristocratic Prussian junkers who 
make up the officer class in Germany de- 
spise and hate the upstart Hitler. 

They have played along with him be- 
cause it suited their purpose to promote 
the military strength of the Reich. Their 
objectives, of course, are the same as 
Hitler’s. 

But they conceive of the world con- 
quest as the Kaiser did, as an agency for 
the exaltation of the Prussian military 
caste, and not for the glorification of a 
fanatical paper-hanger. 

It seems to me that a schism between 
the raging Hitler and the cold-eyed Huns 
who lead his armies has always been 
latent in the Nazi state. While the two 
could use each other, they travelled along 
together. But trouble has alwavs been 
lying ahead at the point where the pur- 
poses of each began to diverge. 

It is not unlikely that this point is very 
near. It is not unlikely that Hitler’s re- 
nlacement of von Brauchitsch is the signal 
for his second revolt against the Prussian 
aristocracv—the first being when he con- 
verted old von Hindenbere into a tame 
dancing bear, something that the junker 
military class has never forgotten nor for- 
given.

America Must Beware of Self‘ 


Righteous Mood, Declares 
Famous Editor

And so at the last the fruits of appease- 
ment have been harvested, the ripe fruits 
have fallen—and burst—in Pacific har- 
bors bearing strange yet familiar names, 
on the decks of American ships, in the 
streets of tropical island towns filled with 
astonished people; black and filled with 
poisonous s@ed, the fruits of appeasement 
have burst, and the dead have not yet been 
counted and named. 

The horror has made America one. To- 
day we love each other and our country. 
We fee] a happy sense of union swelling in 
our hearts; hatred and contempt for our 
enemy runs warmly in our blood. We are 
one—all of us. Senator Wheeler and Cor- 
del] Hull and you and I and our sons: we 
are all ready to fight the enemy that 
sneaked up under cover of a diplomatic 
flag of truce and dropped the bombs on 
our ships and in our streets. We feel our 
strength and our virtue. We know our- 
selves to be honorable, neaceable, unag- 
gressive, generous, conciliatory, We pat 
ourselves on the back. We contrast our 
virtues with the hateful, sneaking brutal- 
ity of our enemy. “While America war 
doing its best to preserve peace in the Pa- 
cific,” we say, in fine sonorous editorials, 
“the cowardly enemy struck.” “At the very 
moment when Mr. Hull was receiving the 
reply of the Japanese government,” we 
Say, over the air, in Congress, to one an- 
other, “at that very moment bombs were 
being dronved into Pearl Harbor and on 


the airfields of the Philippines.” How fine 
it sounds. Has forbearance ever met so 
fiendish a recomnanse? When? Where? 


In Every Country 

Only in Prague; only in Oslo and Nar- 
vik; only in Rotterdam: only every 
country of the world where men have 
chosen the way of surrender to ruthless 
agrression rather than the way of courage 
and resistance. At the mornent a nation 
decides that the dictator-acgresssor can be 
bargained with. bought off with promises, 
at the moment it decides to pay just a little 
blackmail—a few tons of oil, a few shin- 
loads of wheat or tin or seran—at that mo- 
ment it hands the decision to the enemy 
From then on the enemy holds the ecard 
He may overvlay his hand as Hiler did 
as Japan has done this week.

Avoidable 


This horror could have been avoided if 
we had refused from the hour of Japan's 
first invasion of Manchoukuo to feed it the 
oil and machines and metals and planes 
with which it extended its conquests, year 
by vear. It could have been avoided if 
we had lived up to our proclaimed prin- 
ciples after the invasion of China in 1937, 
or even if we had said our final, fatally 
delayed no at the time Japan signed the 
Axis pact. But since we failed at each mo- 
ment of decision to do more than preach, 
since Japan was encouraged to believe its 
full ambitions could be achieved without 
fighting, since we began to implement our 
principles only when those ambitions ran 
head-on into the major strategic and econ- 
omic interests of the British and ourselves, 
the horror came. And with it, in spite of the 
procrastination and cowardice that pro- 
duced it, came a new opportunity for cour- 
age and clearsighted action. The bombs 
that fell on Hawaii and the Philippines 
and all the suffering that now will follow 
can be counted worth their cost if the na- 
learns at last what this war means 
and how it must be fought 

Self-Righteous 

Will it learn? The self-righteous mood 
with which we are meeting the challenge 
may well cause some misgivings. We are 
too pleased with ourselves, too happy in 
our new-found unity. But war is an ugly 
business long agony. It is well, per- 
haps, that we are going into it with high 
hea vell, even, that our brains aren’t 
1g too efficiently. For the moment 
may allow ourselves the full exuberant 
of our traditional and youth- 
belligerence.

Wait till the 
enemy makes his next move at his own 
convenience; till he takes Dakar (does 
Dakar seem as far from South America 
this week as it did latt?); till he takes the 
Canaries and the Balearics; till he moves 
through Spain and Portufal. Shall we go 
on hoping that when Hitler again strikes 
westward, Vichy will be neutral—Vichy 
which just the other day gave its cringing 
approval to Japan’s new troop concentra- 
tions in Indo-China?

We treat the young as chil- 
dren much too long after they have out- 
grown childhood, and we treat them as 
“youths,” as “our boys” and “our girls” 
long beyond the period when our fore- 
fathers would have regarded them as men 
and women. 

During the past thirty years there has 
veen a marked tendency for the age of 
graduation from schools and colleges to 
rise, and thus to shorten the period when 
men in the full possession of their facul- 
ties are also fully adult and active mem- 
bers of the community. Among the many 
radical faults of our educational system, 
there must be placed high in the list a 
tremendous waste of time in preparing mén 
and women to go out into the world. If 
as now seems certain, the necessities of the 
war will compel our educators to comnre 
and thus shorten the time spent in schools 
and undergraduate colleges, it will be a 
permanent good. 

Younger Men 

It has long been evident that much of 
the strength of our enemies comes from 
the fact that, being revolutionary govern- 
ments, younger men have risen to the top

This should not mean that the older
